State organs have the obligation and responsibility of processing and settling 
citizens’ complaints and charges. 


Sectors and echelons have the responsibility of processing and settling complaints 
and charges directed against organs, organizations and personnel under their manage- 
ment. 

Article 3 


Competent state organs must process and settle complaints and charges in strict 
accordance with policies and the law and within the time limits stipulated in this 
document; strictly and justly deal with violators; set forth measures to redress 
damage and ensure strict implementation of their decisions; and study the causes of 
complaints and charges to help organs, organizations and personnel under their 
management correct shortcomings and errors and improve work operations. 


The organs, organizations or personnel subject to complaints and charges have the 
responsibility to promptly carry out measures designed to redress the damage done 
in accordance with the decisions of the authori.ed state organs. 

Article 4 

Persons subject to damage have the right to have their honor restored and to 
receive compensation. The organs, organizations or personnel causing the damage 
t pay compensation as stipulated by law. 


Artic le 5 


Competent state organs must coordinate with the organs and organizations concerned 
in the processing and settlement of complaints and charges. 


Art ic le 6 
Leaders or leading bodies of organs and organizations, upon discovering violations 
policies and the law by their units, must deal with them promptly so as to re- 


luce the incidence of complaints and charges. 


Article ] 


All actions aimed at hindering and avenging authors of complaints and charges or at 
yndoning the persons subjected to complaints and charges are strictly prohibited.

Atter the settlement of complaints and charges by the competent organs and organiza- 
tions, the persons concerned, in case of disagreement, may appeal to the immediate 
higher echelon of these organs and organizations. 


While processing and settling complaints and charges, state organs have the right to 
request that the necessary documents be furnished by the organs and organizations 
concerned. When called upon, these organs and organizations are obliged to honor 
such requests. 


The people's committees at all levels, prior to settling complaints and charges 
oncerning managerial work of a vertically higher-echelon organ, must exchange 
views with that organ. 


Vertically higher-echelon organs, prior to settling complaints and charges concern- 
ing managerial work of a lower-echelon people's committee, must exchange views with 


that people's committee. 


Article 16 


Chairman of people's committees of provinces and municipalities directly subordin- 
ite to the central government and at the corresponding level have the responsibil- 
ity to process and settle complaints and charges that have already been decided 
upon by the leaders of subordinate organs or chairmen of the immediate lower- 
echelon people's committees but are contested by the persons concerned.

"A person trom Can iho, who was wearing a gold chain necklace, recently met me 

at the nouse of Mr. Hoi. He asked me to go overseas to learn how to train frogmen 
at avery high pay. He said he had a tight organization. If I recruit many 
persons, they will sponsor me and pay me a bonus. However, I suspect that they 
are reactionaries.” 


All otf these attempts to entice youths into leaving the country were promptly and 
fully reported to the responsible agencies through persons such as Nr. Tam, Lam 
and lu Je. 


.ne fellow wearing the gold chain "necklace," Bay Irang and a number of others in

[Text] Since liberation, the work force in Quang Nam-da Nang Province has been 
positively redistributed with 110,300 people sent to various new economic zones. 


In addition to hundreds of thousands of people who were promptly relocated from 
Danang City and Hoi An and Tam Ky towns to the rural areas during the period from 
1976 to October 1981, some 12,700 or more families totaling more than 80,000 people-- 
including 31,300 main workers--have been sent to various central highland provinces. 


Some 5,000 families or more totaling over 30,300 people have also been relocated 
from various districts to the 7 new economic zones in the province to work on small 
irrigation projects, build anew and repair hundreds of kilometers of road, and 
construct more than 20,000 square meters of housing, several medical stations, 
schools, creches and weils. 


Those people of Quang Namdanang Province who have been relocated within the province 
and to other provinces, have reclaimed tens of thousands of hectares of virgin land 
to produce a considerable amount of grain and other agricultural products, and they 
are gradually engaging in the intensive cultivation of crops to increase their yield. 
Their livelihood has been gradually stabilized and definitely improved in such 
localities as Khue Ngoc Dien, Buon Trat and E Sup (Dac Lac). The first rice crop 
cultivated in E Sup by the people from Hoa Vang District recently yielded four 

tons or more per hectare. The newly cultivated land in Quang Dien by the people 
from Dien Ban District yielded more than 10 tons per hectare. Many of the families 
which have been working in the new economic zones for 3 years now have some extra 
products tor sale while they can continue to fulfill their obligations to the state.

[Text] The ministry of labor recently organized in Hanoi a conference of delegates 
from the labor services and bureaus and the committee for building new economic 
zones in northern provinces and cities--a similar conference concerning southern 
provinces and cities will be held in Ho Chi Minh City soon--to review the moving of 
workers and people to new economic zones in 1981 and discuss tasks and plans for 
1982, especially the first quarter of 1982. The conference was also attended by 
representatives of a number of sectors--such as agriculture, finance, banking, 
maritime products, home trade, communications and transportation, culture and 
public health--and of the state planning commission. 


In 1982, throughout the country some 620,000 people, including 250,000 workers, 
are expected to be sent to new economic zones. This figure represents an increase 
of 3.7 times that of 1981. The main guidelines for moving the people will consist 
of consolidating and improving a step further some 500,000 ha of virgin land re- 
claimed in previous years and building them into fields for productions; enlarging 
the cultivated acreage of the state {arms that specialize in rice, rubber, coffee,

--ihese laborers will be paid tne ditference between supply prices and business 
prices computed in accordance with the grain and food product standards for the 
types of laborers who perform work under contracts: they will continue to have the 
same sector or trade grain and food product ration standards as manual workers and 
civil servants (ration standards based on decision number 218-CP) but will purchase 
tnese products at business prices (prices based on decision number 220-CP), 
consequently, laborers who work under term contracts for the state will be paid the 
difference between supply prices and ousiness prices so that they can buy these 
products at business prices.

--ln addition to the above mentioned payments, the other regulations, such as those 
on the basic wage, the food subsidies and social-public welfare subsidies will 
remain in etfect in accordance with circular 164-ITg and circular 02 LD-IT as will 
a temporary food allowance in accordance with circular 07 LD-IT dated 1 June 1961.

"NHAN DAN’ EDITORIAL ON PRODUCING CONSUMER GOODS

[Nhan Dan 24 December editorial: "Exploit All Existing Capabilities to Produce as 
Many Consumer Goods as Possible") 


[Text] As the 1981 state plan is drawing to an end, the consumer goods producing 
front has, despite numerous difficulties, scored more new successes. Production 
norms for a number of products were fulfilled or overfulfilled. These norms are 
reportedly slightly higher than that in 1980. Many industrial enterprises, espec- 
ially artisan and handicraft establishments, have sought raw material supplies from 
the agricultural, forestry and marine products sectors and have made full use of 
discarded materials and substandard products to produce consumer goods of al! sorts. 
Ho Chi Minh City, Hanoi, Quang Nam-Danang and a number of other provinces and 
cities have obtained initial successes in turning out more new products. Such 
achievements are praiseworthy. 


However, our consumer goods producing sector is still a weak industry incapable of 
meeting the people's minimal demands. The production of many kinds of essential 
goods such as fabrics, garments, paper, mats, bicycle spare parts and medicine has 
shown a decline. 


We have not yet satisfactorily exploited the capabilities of thousands of centrally 
and locally-based state-run industrial establishments and tens of thousands of 
artisan and handicraft cooperatives, production collectives and teams where several 
million workers are employed. Difficulties in fuel and transportation have not 
heen overcome. At present, a number of establishments have their goods piled up 
pending a final decision on price changes. They are reported to have had to reduce 
or temporarily suspend their operations. A number of problems concerniug organiza- 
tion, management and policies have not been solved concretely. 


In order to stabilize and improve the people's livelihood gradually, along with 
striving to develop agricultural production, we must step up the production of con- 
sumer goods. Stepping up the production of consumer goods is also aimed at in- 
creasing the sources of goods to exchange with peasants, promoting agricultural 
development, expanding the domestic market and contributing to increasing exports 


quickly. 











Developing the production of consumer goods is of great significance in stimulating 
the developing various services and trades and in promoting agricultural develop- 
ment in order gradually to build agro-industrial or industrial-agricultural bases 
in each district and province. 


Just as in agriculture, the production of consumer goods is a front involving the 
entire society. All kinds of labor, raw materials and handicraft professions must 
be exploited. All capabilities of the centrally and locally-run industrial sectors 
and the artisan and handicraft sectors must also be exploited in a most satisfactory 
Way. 


The council of ministers’ report at the National Assembly's second session says: 
Under conditions of limited raw materials and energy, we must strive to ensure the 
fulfillment of the most important task of producing the most essential goods such 
as fabrics, apper and medicine. 


In addition, localities and establishments must strive their best to exploit all 
local sources of energy and raw materials to produce consumer goods locally or to 
exchange with other units. It is necessary to check all the existing services and 
trades to see if we can restore those services and trades which are dying out; and 
to encourage the manufacture of more sophisticated artisan and handicraft articles 
and the maximum use of locally available raw materials, discarded materials and 
substandard products for increase. »roduction. 


All state-run industrial establishments must be reorganized in such a way as to suit 
the specific conditions in the coming years. Emphasis must be placed on adopting 
effective measures to ensure the supply of raw materials. Each cooperative, village, 
ward, precinct and district must work out a plan to increase the production of 
consumer goods under which efforts must be made to make full use of all types of 
labor, to find raw materials and to train workers and managerial cadres. 


Using all existing capabilities to produce consumer goods will meet the needs of 
each locality and will contribute to amassing more for the country. This is a 
necessary step in advancing from small production to large-scale socialist produc- 
tion.

EDITORIAL SCORES ILLEGAL PRICE INCREASES OF GOODS 
Ho Chi Minh City SAIGON GIAI PHONG in Vietnamese 16 Oct 81 pl 


(Editorial: “The Culprits Are No Other Than the Enemy and the Speculating, Price 
Hiking Shady Merchants”) 


[Text] In continuing the implementation of the Party Central Committee Political 
Bureau resolution on improving the work of distribution and transportation, since 

1 October 1981 the state has had the enterprise wholesale prices of commodities 
readjusted in the whole country. This is a correct policy line that fits the 
situation of production, materials and building materials supply at the present 
time; it also fits the price situation inside and outside the country. This is 
also a step forward meant to eliminate the situation of administrative interference 
which has dragged out over many years and to eliminate those irrational situations 
that stand in the way of production, distribution and commodity flow. 


The readjustment of enterprise wholesale prices is an internal decision that 
applies to the state-operated sector of the economy. Before that, the state has 
made earlier readiustments in the retail prices; thus, this time around, there 
is no question of readjustment of retail prices. 


But taking advantage of this occasion, the reactionaries and shady merchants at 
once collude with one another in psychological warfare activities, they repeatedly 
spread many inaccurate rumors so as to speculate and hoard merchandise, to raise 
their prices, hitting the very life of the laboring people and sabotaging our 
economic policy. A number of small merchants in the various markets also take 
advantage of this situation to raise the prices of merchandise in order to seek 
profit. Some owners of means of transportation have also for no reason raised 

the transportation fees--whereas before, they had run their vehicles on black 
market gasoline which is more expensive than the price at which the state sells 
gasoline to the people at the present time--thus creating more difficulties for 
travelers and adding to the prices of commodities. It is clear that the price 
fever in recent days in essence is an artificial phenomenon, created out of thin 
air by those hostile to the people and to soctalism. We laboring people must be 
slert in tdentifying the criminal aspect of these vicious perpetrators who are 
lirectly attacking our bread and our daily essentials. 

On 13 October 1981 the Ho Chi Minh City People's Committee has issued a procla- 
mation strictly prohibiting illegal price hikes. This proclamation must be tho- 
roughly implemented. The market management forces at every echelon must put to 
effective use the administrative measures at their disposal combined with educa- 
tion and persuasion so as to make the tradesmen and service providers correctly

implement the regulations of the City People’s Committee as regards the posting 

of prices and the selling according to the posted prices, not to raise prices 
illegally, and to fulfill all the procedures related to business registration. 
Those carrying out unregistered businesses are violators of the regulations and 
ali citizens must do well their duty of paying industrial and commercial taxes. 
All acts of tax evasion or dodging must be strictly punished and one must go after 
the unpaid taxes, illegal profits made from speculation and illegal price hikes. 


The daily situation of the poor laboring people does not allow us to be irrespon- 
sible or to relax market management in accordance with the promulgated state 
regulations, or to show the rightist tendency of dilly-dallying in cae~.s where 
the application of severe administrative measures is called for in dealing with 
those elements intent on living off the poor laboring people and on resisting the 
efforts of the state meant at stabilizing the people's living conditions. 


Together with the administrative measures, the state-run and cooperative trade 
units must insure that various commodities be supplied in accordance with the set 
quantitative criteria at the present stable prices; they must endeavor to expand 
their business, actively participate in the market economy, providing first of 
all the four essential commodities represented by rice, meat, dipping sauces and 
firewood. Reality has clearly shown that wherever and in whichever commodity 

the socialist commerce has had a chance to develop strongly, thus dominating the 
market, then the prices in such places have not fluctuated in recent days. Thus 
the living conditions of the local people are therefore stabilized. 


The struggle to bring down the prices and stabilizing them, to fight the specula- 
tors and price hikers, and to fight the reactionaries and shady merchants in the 
areas of distribution and transportation constitutes one of the most crucial 
fronts at the present time. Many Party and government echelons are very urgently 
and resolutely focusing guidance on this area with a high sense of responsibility 
in the face of the very difficult living conditions of millions of laboring people. 
The laboring people of Ho Chi Minh City, all the Party members and cadres must 
effectively combine forces with the state organs in this struggle. First of all 
we must resolutely beat back all psychological warfare arguments of the enemy and 
of the shady merchants, refusing to listen to and to spread any information that 
does not come from the state, brushing off the psychology of panic found in a 
number of people and calmly working with the market management forces, with the 
socialist trade sector and others to effectively implement the measures of market 
stabilization in the city.

PROBLEMS IN REGISTERING BUSINESSES 
Ho Chi Minh City SAIGON GIAT PHONG in Vietnamese 16 Oct 81 pp 1,6 


[Article by Ngoc Anh: "Remaining Problems in Business Registration and What Needs 
to be Done"] 


[Text] At this time last year, the declaration and registration of industrial 
and commercial businesses in both the collective and individual economic sectors 
was considered the number one topic in the city. People asked about it, gave 
explanations and discussed the matter everywhere, in every place. Those who un- 
derstood the policy felt good and rapidly drew up complete declarations which they 
handed in in time whereas those who did not fully understand the matter adopted 

a wait-and-see attitude, they wanted to feel the situation before they would draw 
up the declaration papers; some even went so far as to listen to bad elements, 
became panicky, drew up perfunctory declarations, underreported their business 
volume, did not report some machinery and equipment, while others even failed to 
make any declaration or to register their businesses. 


A year now has gone by, there has been enough time for the registration of busi- 
nesses to become a routine. Positive phenomena found within the industrial and 
commercial circles have been noted, as in the matter of price policy implementa- 
tion or tax paying, but bad remnants among the traders, among those engaged in 
home and cottage industries or in the services still abound and can be said to be 
serious. 


Precinct 1 and Precinct 5 are two units with 15,000 registered business households; 
the precincts 6, 11 and Tan Binh have listings of 10,000 to 15,000 business house- 
holds in each precinct. In short, after this registration drive the number of 
specialized businesses registered in each district has doubled as compared with 

the registration drive of 1979. But generally speaking, as seen against the actual 
number of businesses the registered number has accounted for only 87 percent. 

To take a concrete example, in ward 18 of Precinct 1 the number of registered 
businesses includes only 1,255 households whereas in reality the number of house- 
holds engayed in business amounts to 1,783. Or again, in Linh Dong (Thu Duc) town 
the number of those which have handed in applications for registering their busi- 
nesses !s 794 but in actuality there are 893 households operating a business at 

the present time. 


Who, then, are those who did not report their businesses? The results of inves- 
tigation in a number of selected localities show that the majority of them are 
people dealing in metal and electromechanic goods and in textile material, followed 
by itinerant merchants, those selling in the flea markets and along the curbs. 
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When asked to register, they move to another spot and dodge registration so as 

to evade tax. A number of those who refuse to register their businesses are com- 
posed of shady merchants who deal in forbidden goods and therefore try to evade 
the control of the state. Finally, there are some small business people who also 
fail to register. 


Above is the situation of registration. What about the content of the business 
registrations? 


Through investigation and assessment, over 50 percent of the business households 
give too low a figure for their capital and gross commercial receipts and 26 per- 
cent of the home and handicraft industries declare a smaller value for their pro- 
duction volume, hiding away their machinery, equipment and accessories. 


To take a concrete example, a pork selling unit in ward 11 of Precinct 1 starts 
out by listing its gross as 21,000 dong per month but after control by the cadres 
the same household declares its gross to be 126,000 dong (!). A silversmith at 
Thi Nghe market (Binh Thanh) starts out by listing its gross as 800 dong per month 
but after reassessment the head of household acknowledges that he also buys and 
sells silver and that he grosses 27,000 dong per month (7). 





There are many wards where the level of declaration as compared to the actual 
possession of machinery and equipment is very low. In one ward only, ward 18 of 
Precinct 1, the households engaged in commerce and industry and in the services 
list only 1,047 pieces of machinery and equipment and parts of all kinds but in 
actuality the number of means used in production amounts to 1,752 pieces, etc. 


Through the above evidence it is clear that what needs to be done is to continue 
checking and deal very severely with those households that refuse to register 
tneir businesses. The level of sanctioning will depend on the level of obstinacy 
and the illegality of business engaged in by these people. In the case of those 
who deliberately underreport their business or dodge taxes, one must go after 
their back taxes and fine them. 


To do better this work of business registration, one must also check and control 
on a regular basis, coupling this with increased price management and with market 
management, thus getting all production and business activities to fall into a 
pattern and limiting to the lowest level all negative phenomena on the market.

[ text/ On 25 September, the Haiphong Municipal People's Committee issued notice 
number 181 on violations in the distribution of goods by three units within the 
commerce sector, which set forth specific steps to be taken after the case has 
been analyzed and agreement concerning it has been reached between the economic 
sector and the legal sector. According to the conclusion set forth in the notice, 
these mistakes “were of a serious, repeated, open and brazen nature and caused 
indignation on the part of cadres, manual workers and the people.” 


.ney Did Something Even Though They Anew It Was Wrong 


‘his is one thing about which we can be certain concerning the actions of the cadres 
in cnarge of the three units cited in the notice, tne Inner City Retail Hardware 
Jorporation, the Minn Knai Veneral Merchandise Store and the Lac Vien Market Food 
rroducts store. We shall present in sequence the events that occurred, events that 
Stirred the indignation oi the entire city of Haiphong during this period of time. 


in April and May, the Municipal Party Committee and People’s Committee convened 

a meeting of the units in the tinance and commerce sectors to discuss the plans for 
implementing Political bureau directive 109 on improving circulation and distribution 
and Council cf Ministers’ decisions 216 and 219. The municipality directed «he 
minh Khai Gereral Merchandise store to prepare a labor force, balance its supply of 
yoods and guide the distribution of each specific product to support the new 
campaign, thereby helping to manage the local market well. Learning of this, the 
nead of the level Ii Cloth and Fiber Corporation went and talked with the deputy 
nead in charge of business of the Minh Khai General Merchandise Store about trading 
goods with the Auan .ioa (own General Merchandise Store in Hanoi. With this person 
.cting as a middleman, the assistant head ot the Minh khai store released and sold 
to the Auan :loa store 40,16 meters of cloth (including 4,508 meters of si-mi-1li 

{ Vietnamese phonetics /, 2, 307 meters of knitted cloth and 4,985 meters of a 


vn? 


syntnetic blend). in addition, there were a number of aluminum products. fhe products 
were worth a total oi 679,000 dong. 





he Auan hoa store sold back to the Minn Khai store goods worth 78,000 dong. worthy 
of mention among these products were 1,250 bicycle tires (400 grade 1 tires). When 
the tires arrived, the leader of the store distributed 350 grade 1 tires within the 
store itself and gave 114 tires to a number of other "generous" agencies. 


Also in May 1981, taking advantage of the time when a number of regulations and 
methods of distribution were being amended and the prices of some aluminum goods 

were being adjusted, the leader of the Haiphong Inner City Retail Hardware Corporation 
hastily sold 17 “Seabreeze” ceiling fans at a price of 320 dong apiece. Of the i7 
fans that were sold, 14 were purchased within the corporation. The Commerce Service 
purchased one and two were sold on the outside. In actuality, this person on the 
outside was 10 times closer to the leader than the person on the inside. As it 

turned out, this was nothing more than a way to bribe or put the person on the 

outside into a position of "keeping quiet.” 


in August 1961, the weather was very hot and the price of white sugar on the free 
market rose to 45 dong per kilogram; Haiphong planned to raise the price of white 
sugar (which was imported through funds from the local budget) from 30 to 35 dong 
per kilogram and begin selling white sugar on the basis of letters of introduction 
accompanied by product purchasing books from agencies and enterprises. However, 
because he had the notice in his hands 1 day early, the leader of the Lac Vien Market 
rood Products Store sold 2,657 kilograms of white sugar at the old price of 30 dong 
per kilogram to persons both within and outside the store. The unit that purchased 
the most sugar was the Route 14 Worksite Construction Committee, which purchased 
1,000 kilograms (the exact amount has yet to be determined); the unit that purchased 
the second largest amount was the Foreign Trade Medical Aid Clinic, which purchased 
350 kilograms (an inspection revealed that only payment for 20 kilograms was 
deposited by the medical aid station in its fund). Each person employed by the 

store purchased at least 25 kilograms, with one person purchasing 200 kilograms. 
After all the sales receipts were added together, the difference was 628 kilograms 
tor which no purchasers could be found even though all the money had been collected!(7?) 


intentionally Dragged Out 


ne still remember when, in late 1900, several units within the Haiphong commerce 
sector committed a string ot serious mistakes in the distribution of goods and 
internal management. when the city decided to reorganize the operational apparatus 
of the commerce sector to be consistent with the division of management levels ( by 
sector and territory) and to disband the Metals and Chemicals Corporation and the 
industrial Goods Corporation in order to establish two inner city wholesale and 
retail corporations, the leader of the Metals and Chemicals Corporation "set the 
example" by distributing to the personnel within his unit (and to himself as well) 
a number of goods, such as bicycle chains and tires, table fans and valuable 
electrical appliances. The industrial Goods Corporation sold to its personnel 
large aluminum pots and pans (imported), attractive cloth, thermos bottles, white 
plastic sandals, laundry powder and so forth. 


he city worked very hard to investigate the case, revamp the organization and deal 
with the mistakes that had been made. Jaking advantage of the period of organizational 
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transition, persons of authority within the sector at that time frantically bought 
and sold products, made deals and stockpiled goods. In its business dealings, the 
Minh Ahai General Merchandise Store has been known for many years as a clever, 
resourceitul and bold organization. However, in essence, its business is designed 

to protect "the legitimate interests of the store." The last time that there were 
shocking, intentional violations such as the sale of lightbulbs, razor blades, 

soap, toothpaste, cloth and so forth, the Minh Khai store was clearly the store that 
“completed the file tor prosecution.” 


As regards the persons and the specific actions in this case of intentional 
violations and haphazard distribution of goods, the Municipal People's Committee 
set forth a clear-cut decisions to reclaim all 14 of the fans sold internally. 
Anyone who does not return a fan must pay for it at the current market price, with 
the payment being gradually deducted from his wages. As regards the two fans sold 
on the outside, the person who approved the sale must pay the difference between what 
tne tans were sold tor and the current market price. The persons who were directly 
involves in these violations must clearly state where they purchased their goods 
and then leave or temporarily step down from their job so that a review can be 
conducted. kach individual case must be resolved within 9 months. The organ of 
control and the inspection department of the municipality and the Commerce Service 
are responsible to the people's committee for rapidly concluding this matter. 


lo date, however, although more than 2 montns have passed, the goods have not been 
reclaimed, not 1 xu in payment for the price difference has been collected and a 
tew persons in charge have not been dealt with appropriately. The skepticism and 
concern oi the masses are growing with each passing day. 


when a person makes a willful mistake, he is sure to look for a way to avoid 
committing a shortcoming. The persons who intentionally made money from the capital 
of the state and seriously harmed public roperty must be widely denounced by public 
opinion and dealt with under the law in a prompt and thorough manner.

CRACKDOWN URGED ON BLACK MARKET IN BUILDING MATERIALS

[vext_/ At the foot of the Can Met bridge along the Chuong Duong wharf in the 

lst Precinct, along Dien Bien Phu Road between the foot of the Phan Thanh Gian Bridge 
and Hang Aanh intersection, on Ly Thuong Kiet Road near the Tan Binh Market, at 

the Ham Tu wharf in the 5th Precinct and so forth, places have been established 

that sell cement, iron, steel, lumber, roofing material, chemicals and so forth, 
which are building materials that are under the exclusive management of the state. 


by looking at an opened bag of cement sitting in an earthenware jar so that cement 
can be scooped from it, one can very easily mistakenly think that the person 
selling the cement is only selling it 1 kilogram at a time to persons who need 
cement to repair a tile roof, to repair a wall and so forth. However, such is 

not the case. This is only a method of camouflage employed by the person selling 
tne cement to protect himself against inquiries by an economic inspection unit or 
market management committee. Behind these rows of stands are warehouses of cement, 
warehouses that have as much cement as you might need! 


the section of Dien sien Phu Road between the foot of the Phan [Thanh Gian Bridge and 
Hang Aanh intersection is also a “gathering point” at which large quantities of cement 
are sold. Prior to liberation, this place was one of the central markets for 
building materials: cement, sewer pipes, fibro cement roofing material, “ban cau” 
and so forth. After liberation day, these persons operated in a very cautious manner 
and they have only come into the open in the past few years. Like the stands at 

the foot oi the Can Wiet bridge, the stands here only display manufactured products, 
such as s@wer pipes, “ban cau” and so forth and only bring out the cement when 
someone asks to buy some. 


the most obvious sale of these products is perhaps at the stores along Ly Thuong Kiet 
wtreet near the lan sinh Market. Here, all sorts of products are sold, from lumber 
to iron, steel, roofing material and so forth. A piece of semi-finished lumber sells 
at a price tour to tive times as high as the state price; round construction iron 
costs 20 dong per kilogram; the prices of cement, bricks and sand are also high. 

.he prices of these products rise and fall depending upon supply and demand. 
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.he persons who do business in building materials are very clearly aware of the fact 
that these products are sold only by the state. However, they disregard every 
regulation of the state in order to engage in illegal trade for one simple reason, 
to make high protits, to ‘grab up” much money. They are very clever. Someone 

wno has cement or iron and steel to sell naturally keeps it hidden for fear that 
someone else will see it, consequently, they have a chance to push prices downward 
and duy these products cheaply. 


Here, we are not trying to gain a deep understanding of the reasons why goods flow 
onto the free market ‘rom within our economic sectors, but only point out a number 
oi problems in the market management and transformation of this sector. 


shen registering businesses, the majority of the precincts and districts do so on 
the basis of statements made by private individuals concerning the sector in which 
they do business and then issue a business license. Some places, because they place 
heavy emphasis upon business revenues, are lax in management in order to enable 
persons to do business in sectors other than that for which they are registered. 

AS tor the private individuals involved in this, they think that paying taxes to 

the state makes everyting “legal” and continue to engage in illegal trade. They 
show their tax papers to anyone who questions then. 


.he persons who buy and sell building materials have long established links between 
the places of production and distribution and their private “warehouses.” They 

change their method of operation from time to time. After we intensified the manage- 
ment of the market, they began using more than a few rudimentary transportation forces. 
Ssemi-tinished wood is brought into the city on bicycles. Even pottery products such 
as jars are transported by bicycle. ihese are shipments of smuggled goods to which 

iew persons are giving attention. 


.he second illegal method of earning a living to which attention must be given is 

the purchase of raw materials and the sale of semi-finished products by some 

private households. water pipes, “cotton” bricks, roofing material, sewer pipes 

and so torth are manuiactured by these households or manufactured for them by 
persons they hire. in this way, if they have a business license, they need only 

pay tax once, need oniy pay the income tax even though they should be paying business 
taxes and commercial taxes; if they do not have a business license, they consider 
themselves to ve evacing taxes twice. 


At the places where oullding materials are being bought and sold, in addition to 
nousenolds that have ousiness licenses, there are more than a few private individuals 
buying and selling products who do not have a business license. And, the number of 
persons selling products along tne sijies of the roads and the sidewalks at these 
places is growing with each passing day. In the recent past, they market management 
ommittees in each precinct have only focused tneir efforts on the various markets 
aid have only managed goods that are essential to the two daily meals while being 
ymewnat lax with regard to other products. 
proviem laced now is that the related sectors and levels must immediately stop 


tne illegal trade in vullding materials that are under the exclusive management of 
tne state.

[ text/ while passing through the two major markets of the city, the Ben Thanh 

and sinn lay Markets, we still saw many merchants selling goods at prices higher 

than posted prices. Specifically, the stands selling cloth, art products, electrical 
appliances and shoes and sandals at the Ben ihanh Market are not selling their 
products at posted prices. A cloth stand has a posted price of 140 dong for 1 meter 
of KI Japanese cloth but when a customer asks to buy some, the salesperson clearly 
stated that it costs 195 dong! 


Another matter to which attention must be given is that some stands have no posted 
prices. 


we suggest that the various markets must conduct a thorough inspection with regard 

to the posting of prices and selling goods at the prices that are posted as stipulated 
by the city people's committee and regularly teach small merchants to respect the 

laws ot the state and respect their customers.

MEASURES TO IMPROVE GRAIN YIELDS IN THUAN HAI REPORTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 25 Nov 81 p 2 
[Article by Dang Minh Han: "In Order tc Increase Grain Yields in Thuan Hai"] 


[Text] At the end of 1980, Thuan Hai province had 937,000 inhabitants, including 
403,000 primary labors, 75.60 percent of which were agricultural. Its farms 
covered 105,000 [as published] hectares, of which 141,960 were cultivated; grain 
crops alone covered 125,255 hectares. With its relatively rich land potential 

and labor force, Thuan Hai province has created a very promising basis for 
advancement. 


Strength and weakness in agricultural production 


After the total liberation of the South, like several other provinces, Thuan Hai 
had to be assisted by central echelons with tens of thousands of tons of paddy 
yearly. Threugh 5 years of reeducation, building and development, the province 
has persistently struggled to gradually advance agriculture. It has progressed 
under difficult, complex conditions: 30 years of destructive war; three years of 
crop failure caused by unfavorable weather; rather serious social evils left be- 
hind by the U.S.-puppet neo-colonialist regime; the limited knowledge of 
economic management of cadres and party members who have had to learn while 
working. 





The population has increased rather rapidly, from being 945,000 in 1976 to 
937,000 in 1980, thus increasing by nearly 2,000 yearly. However, Thuan Hai has 
been able not only to have enough grain for itself but also to contribute it to 
the State. 


Land in Thuan Hai has been expanded yearly thanks to reclaiming and opening new 
land. Farms covered 96,000 hectares in 1976; 99,500 in 1977; 101,750 in 1978; 
102,500 in 1979; 105,000 in 1980. Also, cultivated areas increased from being 
117,000 hectares in 1976 to 141,960 in 1980; in paddy equivalent, the grain pro- 
duction increased from being 220,501 tons in 1976 to 268,117 in 1980. 


The Thuan Hai party chapter has paid attention to its leadership over intensive 
cultivation to increase crop production, by soil improvemen through water conser- 
vancy, through the use of fertilizers and insecticides, and through applications 
of agricultural and technological advances, and, especially, in the strong 
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development of the ccllective production movement, consolidating the 266 
cooperatives which were created during the past years. Simultaneously, agricul- 
tural product contracts have been implemented properly and in a timely manner. 
The area for subsidiary food crops has expanded (from 33,543 hectares in 1976 

to 75,250 in 1980); the crops being mainly corn, manioc, sweet potato, 

kaOliang, etc. The labor force has also been assigned rationally and with 
relatively good planning. 


Concerning production relationships, the province has basically got rid of exploi- 
tation in rural areas, bringing the majority of the peasants into collective pro- 
duction. Many new factors have appeared there. The new regime, that of collec- 
tive mastership and new, socialist economy, has been established on the basis o/ 
simultaneously carrying out the three revolutions. The people's living condi- 
tions, though not yet optimum, have stabilized and improved gradually. 


However, when referring to "Comrade Secretary General Le Duan's Speech at the first 
meeting of the Seventh National Assembly," [in boldface] the Thuan Hai cadres 

and people see that they still have shortcomings that must be overcome in order to 
advance. The province still is in the general situation of slow economic develop- 
ment, especially in agriculture. It could have reached higher plan standards; 

but, due to certain limitations, the productivity and yield of crops and animal 
husbandry are still below standard (while reaching 91.40 percent of the final, 
adjusted standard, they only reached 71.40 percent of the standard adjusted by the 
second congress of the province party chapter and only 62.00 percent of the initial 
standard). If it had had good guidance and management of land, material supplies 
and technological procedures, and proper crop structure, the ability of Thuan Hai 
to reach 300,000 tons of grain would have been realistic. 


It sheuld be noted that the labor force has not been fully nor rationally used; 
people of working age have been jobless, negative phenomena in agriculture have 
not been overcome with determination... 


In contrast to the strength of centralized agricult’ -al leadership, which has 
advanced agriculture gradually, in certain localities and at certain times con- 
mittee echelons still have not yet deeply understood the lines and policies of 
the Party and State on building and developing agriculture, have not yet created 
a strong revolutionary movement among the masses, have not yet stuck to realities 
while leading, were still to hasty (in a number of initial plan standards), have 
not yet organized and trained the contingent of agricultural cadres in regard to 
their total abilities--a decisive factor in bringing every success to the revolu- 
tion. 


When organizing implementation, certain localities at certain times failed to 
specify the Party's policy lines and resolutions, and not developing them care- 
fully; lower echelons were often confused when organizing implementation and did 


not work in synchronization, etc. But the important point here is that planning 


was not in strict consonance with nor based upon the available material-technolo- 
zical bases to compute accurately and to fully use the agricultural potentials. 
Investment has not been balanced, particularly concentrating on water conservancy 


from which the yield, in production has not been much.... 





Concrete measures, synchronized organization and implementation 


In accordance with common aspirations, echelons and sectors in the province need 
to study the problem of economic development in agriculture mre intensively. 
Sectors need to see that they are to serve agriculture mainly. This is a primary, 
strategic problem. 


Responding to the building and developmental needs of the economy and society, the 
province has determined the economic direction and strength of every sector on the 
basis of its four arcas of strengths--agriculture, forestry, fishery, and small 
industry and handicrafts. The planning task is to go from an individual, dispersed 
economy into the orbit of a collective, province-wide economy. It broadens and 
strongly develops product contracts among worker groups and workers, establishes 
comprehensive economic standards, especially standards which achieve ecomomic 
results and create capital for investment, establishes productivity standards, 
accumulation and consumption standards, standards for the development and applica- 
tion of technological advancements in agriculture, forestry, fishery,... 


At least 70.00 percent of the labor force in agriculture is assigned to cultiva- 
tion, 20.00 percent to animal husbandry, 10.00 percent to forestry. In cultiva- 
tion, half of the labor force must engage deeply in intensive cultivation to es- 
tablish about 4,000 hectares of grazing grounds for animal husbandry, of which 
1,000 hectares are new lands. 


It is necessary to correct the conception that when referring to animal husbandry, 
one immediately thinks about raising pigs more than other animals. The province 
pays proper attention to raising bovines so as to increase draft force (with soil 
such as in our province an additional 15,000 oxen are needed to temporarily have 
enough draft force to work the soil). Thuan Hai soil is suitable for the develop- 
ment of coconut tree, rubber tree, cashews (it grows on 60,000 hectares of sandy 
soil in Le Hong Phong region, Bac Binh), sesame, melons, sweet potatoes, manioc..., 
which create a reciprocal support between rice and other crops. The province also 
pays attention to the processing crops to meet the consumption needs of the people 
in the province and the country and for export. 


Right now the Thuan Hai province committee has several positive measures to 

create bases for new changes in 1982 and subsequent years: conduct short-term 
training courses, such as on-the-job economic management courses for 96 core cadres 
of the province and district VCP secretaries and [people's committee] chairmen, 
six training courses on duties and mission for 700 village cadres within the 

whole province (essentially in the rural areas); to step up propaganda and educa- 
tion, organizing studies of comrade Secret.ry General Le Duan’s important speech 
given at the first meeting of the seventh hutional Assembly; to organize surveys 
to strictly control the available land, labor force, and material bases; to 
coordinate agricultural reform and production development; to have appropriate 
encouragement policies and concrete pl.«s for building new rural areas; to 
actively overcome negative phenomena in production; and above all, to closely 
coordinate agricultural and industrial productions, tv coordinate economy building 
and national defense consolidation, and to strengthen the protection of production 
and revolutionary achievements. 
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With the land potentials and the labor force, and under the close leadership of 
the province committee, it is certain that the grain problem in Thuan Hai will 
overcome difficulties and will be solved gradually and steadily, thus contributing 
to improving the living of the people in the province and making worthy contri- 
butions to the enterprise of building and defending the socialist Fatherland.

"NHAN DAN' EDITORIAL ON HIGH-YIELD RICE AREAS

[Nhan Dan 23 December editorial: "Build High-Yield Rice Areas"} 


[Text] Building high-yield rice areas constitutes a major policy for developing 
agricultural production which is being actively implemented. The objective of this 
policy is to-.develop grain producing areas rapidly with an increasingly higher out- 
put and an ever greater and steadier amount of marketable grain. The state is 
expected to build, under the third 5-year plan, high-yield rice areas covering 33 
percent of the area put under rice to produce 8.5 million tons of paddy--47 percent 
of the entire country's annual paddy output. These rice areas will be built in a 
standardized manner and capable of limiting the damage caused by nautral calamities 
to the minimum and better exploiting local favorable conditions. Many localities 
already have natural, concentrated rice areas with relatively favorable soil con- 
ditions. 


Our people have long ace‘rnulated experience in intensive farming. By relying on 
the existing facilities to plan and perfect the areas already formed and set up 
new ones with increasingly better material and technical conditions and a progress- 
ive managerial system, we will be able to create firm intensive and specialized 
farming areas with high output and low production costs. High-yield rice areas 
will also serve as suitable places for applying technical innovations, improving 
management, training and fostering cadres and reviewing upon experience. 


The building of high-yield rice areas must be carried out step by step--from a low 
to high level and from a small to large scale. In the first phase beginning with 
the forthcoming 5*h-month-spring crop season, high-yield rice areas will be set 

up in 185 out of 411 districts of the entire country--including 63 out of 67 dis- 
tricts in the Red River Delta, 27 out of 53 districts in former zone 4, 15 out of 
48 districts in the central coastal plans, 32 out of 77 districts in the Mekong 
Delta, and 47 out of 110 districts in the northern midland and mountainous regions 
[all figures as heard]. At present the agricultural sector is working together 
with other sectors and the various localities to assess the conditions of each 
area and continue to devise the necessary measures. The districts and villages-- 
units that will directly build rice areas and guide production work--must organize 
discussions widely among peasants and cadres directly in charge of guiding pro- 
duction. 
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Building high-yield rice areas is meant not only to increase investment but also to 
enforce a series of measures in the organizational managerial, technical, ideological 
and policy making fields. Building high-yield rice areas with a large number of 
marketable agricultural products is also meant to go from small-scale production 

to large-scale production and to carry out simultaneously the three revolutions in 

a realistic and lively manner. Cooperatives and production collectives must be 
consolidated in all respects and closely linked with the district into an inte- 
grated whole--with the latter serving as the center for guiding grassroots-level 
units in practicing intensive farming. 


Averaging and scattered investment does not bring about appropriate results and it 
causes waste. Nevertheless, when shifting to make concentrated investment in 
high-yield rice areas, we must also pay appropriate attention to other rice areas 
and strive our best to work diligently and apply in the most satisfactory manner 
age-old experience as well as modern techniques. It is impossible to open high- 
yield rice areas en masse. It is necessary to create the necessary conditions and 
build them firmly step by step, first of all by preparing the material and technical 
conditions concerning water, seed allocation pattern and so forth. The plan for 
building high-yield rice areas must be geared to the specific conditions of each 
small area and each ricefield so that compatible productivity and output targets 
and technical measures can be decided upon in an appropriate manner. 


Giving out end-product contracts to workers is a progressive contract system that 
must be broadly and properly applied by the production units in high-yield rice 
areas. Key high-yield rice areas by and large must become models for the imple- 
mentation of the new managerial system and the application of the various intensive 
farming techniques in the entire area. This is really a direction for the develop- 
ment of our agriculture.

[Nhan Dan 2 January article by Dao Thien Thi, SRV minister of labor and head of the 
Central Steering Committee for the distribution of labor and population: "On the 
Distribution of Labor and Population to Employ Social Labor Effectively"] 


[Text] Since the day of national liberation and reunification, our people have 
become masters of their country and gained the freedom to work to defend the father- 
land and build socialism. Labor is the most precious asset of our country. Our 
national labor force is massive and it is rapidly developing in terms of both 
quality and capability, especially in agriculture and the various branches and 
trades involving handicrafts. The industrial work force is also developing in the 
construction industry. 


Due to many reasons, however, our country's labor force is unevenly distributed 
and under employed. Unemployment is high. Labor productivity in the various 
sectors of the national economy is low and so is social labor productivity. This 
is an irrational and abnormal situation that brings about negative results: The 
national economy is developing slowly; national income derived from domestic pro- 
duction is in sufficient to cover expenditures; and the lives of certain people, 
especially workers and cadres, are still faced with many difficulties. 


A large labor force is at our disposal. Employing this labor force more fully and 
rationally is a pressing requirement in the economic, political and social fields 
that must be met to ensure social security and order. This is a practical possi- 
bility. The right to collective mastery of the youths coming of work age consists 
of the right to employment by which they can work selflessly for the fatherland 

and socialism. This is the most important goal and measure of the state plan, the 
economic plans of all sectors and localities, and the plans of all establishments. 


The state plan is an economic and social plan which is aimed at arranging work for 
the social labor force in accordance with a rational economic structure--a rational 
agro-industrial structure for the short te1m--and with a rational distribution of 
labor for each region, each establishment and each locality as well as for the 
entire country. It is also aimed at practicing intensive cultivation, multicropping, 
enlarging croplands and promoting the various branches and trades while developing 
agriculture--both crop cultivation and livestock breeding--forestry, fishery, con- 
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sumer goods industry--including both artisan and handicraft Industries--some 
essential heavy industry branches and other economic and social operations. 


The development of economic activities within a rational structure, coupled.with 
the distribution and employment of social labor, will lead to full employment, 
higher labor productivity in every economic sector and higher social labor produc- 
tivity. We must project about 10 million new jobs under economic and social plans 
every year, primarily in agriculture for practicing intensive farming and multi- 
cropping, promoting livestock breeding, enlarging croplands and developing the 
various branches and trades, as well as in forestry, fishery and industry. 


This is a very important requirement and a very complex task that must be resolved-- 
trom achieving a general balance for the national economy in a rational industrial- 
agricultural economic structure that ensures the advancement of agriculture to 
large-scale socialist production, to achieving a balance in every district on the 
basis of fully utilizing all the local lands and labor and comprehensively exploit- 
ing all the existing resources and labor to settle the problems facing the district 
so as to contribute most effectively to carrying out national tasks. 


The need for tull employment of social labor calls for developing the national 
economy both in width and depth--enlarging agricultural areas and promoting new 
branches and trades while practicing intensive farming and multicropping to ensure 
the highest social economic results; creating more job opportunities to employ 

idle labor usefully while increasing individual labor productivity in every estab- 
lishment and sector, rationally organizing labor and taking systematic steps toward 
organizing labor scientifically; and using organized manual labor on a small or 
medium scale at the various worksites while utilizing semimechanized and mechanized 
labor and in some cases, modern technology--with manual and semimechanized labor 
being dominant. 


The need for full employment of social labor calls for expanding the domestic 
market, including services; broadening relations with the international market; 
promoting exports; turning out agricultural goods, processed agricultural products, 
handicrafts items and fine art products for export; contracting orders for goods 
from the world market under all forms; and entering into labor cooperation with 
fraternal countries and other suitable countries to improve the skills and capa- 
bility of workers and cadres in all respects. 


In order to provide vocational training for millions of both sexes in our country 
who leave general education schools for the labor market every year, it is required 
that in carrying out educational reform, general education should be combined with 
vocational guidance and training in different forms everywhere so that young men 
and women, upon entering a life of labor, are well prepared in all respects, 
especially in skills, and ready to work in accordance with the social division of 
labor in order to make their greatest possible contributions to the common revolu- 
tionary cause to the country. 


In the coming years we will stiive . ate employment and organize the utiliza- 
tion of social labor in a more rationsi manner. This is a very basic orientation 
of strategic significance and at the same time, of a very pressing and practical 
nature, particularly in the cities and industrial centers--especially Hanoi and Ho 
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Chi Minh City--arranging, employment tor the laboring people, youths o!f work age, 
graduates from secondary education schools and persons who have completed military 
obligation is a primary task. State organs from the central to local level must 
exert the greatest possible efforts to resolve this issue of great political, 
economic and social impact so that the youths and laboring people in the cities, 
first of all Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh City, will be usefully employed. 


To ensure fuller employment of social labor, along with enforcing various measures 
to use local labor, we must redistribute labor at the provincial level and on a 
national scale; combine labor with lands more effectively; invest more labor to 
exploit lands through intensive farming and multicropping or at the least, double- 
cropping while enlarging the cultivated area in each province and the whole country 
to cultivate 10 million hectares of agricultural lands; reclaim and cultivate the 
remaining more than 3 million hectares of agricultural lands; and place under 
effective control more than 15 million hectares of forest lands. This must be done 
to ensure that every hectare of land will be used rationally to bring about the 
highest return for the country and that all the laboring people will be employed 
with good labor productivity and high man-day value. 


The development of the new economic zones, agriculture and forestry, coupled with 
the redistribution of labor and population on a national scale, is a great revolu- 
tionary cause of profound economic, political, social and national defense signifi- 
cance in both the short and long terms, which our generation must undertake. From 
densely populated regions, chiefly in the Ked River Delta and the central coastal 
plains, where the average land ratio is very low, we must send millions of people, 
including laboring people, to the new economic zones for agricultural and forestry 
work; reclaim and turn millions of hectares of land into rice areas in the Mekong 
Delta and areas for short and long-term industrial crops in eastern Nam Bo, the 
central highlands and the northern border regions; and create new production forces 
out of the existing labor and lands. It is necessary to develop the spirit of 
self-reliance and take advantage of our tropical agriculture and forestry to expand 
the possibility of cooperation with fraternal countries. These are targeted pro- 
grams that must be developed on a rational basis and scrupulously carried out to 
meet all economic, political, social, national defense and security requirements. 


Economic goals are linked with social goals. In developing new economic areas, we 
are also building new population centers where the newcomers live and work together 
with the local people. The labor force to be sent to the new economic zones will 
consist of workers skilled in the various essential branches and trades as well as 
cadres and key workers who are highly qualified both politically and professionally. 
The state must concentrate efforts on carrying out this strategic task of redistri- 
buting labor and population. Priority must be given to reserving capital invest- 
ments, supplies, raw material and transportation means for the distribution of labor 
and the development of new economic zones. The state has adopted various policies 
such as those for investments and credit, land allotment and tax exemption in the 
initial peciod to encourage the people to open new lands and leave for new economic 
areas either collectively or privately. Together with the central government, 

all localities and the people must join in this great undertaking. 


The people must develop the spirit of self-reliance, contribute capital and means 
and intensify mutual assistance. Those who stay must help those who leave; local 
people must help the new comers; and old resettlers must help new ones. Localities 
must establish sister relations at the corresponding level--province with province, 
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district with district and village with village--and assume greater responsibility 
at both ends. Localities of departure are responsible for the resettlers until 
their arrival at the destination; and localities of destination must carefully 
receive and care for the newconers. 


By correctly applying the motto "the state and the people work together," the 
appropriate assistance given by the state will help develop and increase the effec- 
tiveness of the people's ei forts and create a combined strength necessary for build- 
ing the new economic zones successfully. 


In proceeding with this work, we must look far ahead, make all-round arrangements 
and long-term calculations, and score success with every step forward to prepare 
for the next stage of development. We must be fully aware of our own strength and 
tackle easy tasks first before taking on difficult ones; and must carry out short- 
term activities to achieve long-term goals, for every crop season and every work 
assignment .as the cumulative effect of building up the momentum for the next step 
of development. 


On the basis of forest preservation and afforestation, we must, while opening new 
lands, protect the environment and lands by strictly observing technical require- 
ments in order to control the erosion of the soil. It is necessary to practice 
intensive farming and business in a comprehensive manner and combine agriculture 
with the processing industry in order to ensure the economic results of investment. 


The movement to redistribute labor and population on a national scale and to employ 
social labor effectively is a very profound and the most difficult mass movement. 
We must try to encourage the people to make up their minds to leave their beloved 
native lands for unfamiliar new economic zones where difficulties and hardships are 
unavoidable. it is necessary to develop a staunch revolutionary spirit and a whole- 
some outlook, and at the same time, to enhance the responsibility of the various 
organizations in charge. Some organizations have provided good and constant care 
for the resettlers from their point of departure to their destination by harmonious- 
ly coordinating with the localities situated along their itinerary. 


We believe that under the party's leadership and with sufficient concern and efforts 
by the various sectors and echelons, we will be able to redistribute labor and 


population and rationally employ social labor with definite results and consequently 
contribute to creating a change in the national economy in the years ahead.

RAT POISON IN TALCUM POWDER UNDER INVESTIGATION

[Text] "More than 150 babies killed by poisoned talcum powder in Ho Chi Minh City 
and other cities of South Vietnam."" This might be just another fact, but the reper- 
cussions are disturbing enough, especially in the curre*t climate , that the hypoth- 


esis of a criminal--even an organized--action cannot be ruled out. 


Fatal Hemorrhages 





It all began last July in various pediatric institutions in Ho Chi Minh City and also 
in provincial cities, with what at first seemed to be an epidemic of meningeal hemor- 
rhage in infants aged 15 days to 3 months. Fatalities increased very swiftly, bringing 


about the creation of a study commission made up of specialists from various institu- 
tions, chiefly from the Pediatric Research Center in Ho Chi Minh City. These studies 
led to the conclusion that the hemorrhagic syndrome afflicting the infants could not 
be of infectious origin. Simultaneously with the launching of an appeal to the inter- 
national medical community (Switzerland, France, Belgium and the Netherlands) for 
specific medicines (particularly coagulants such as PPBS [expansion unknown]), Viet- 
namese specialists who were associated with foreign experts such as Dr Martin 
Bouyer**, conducted a detailed analysis of all possible carriers of poison--water, 
soap, food, clothing, etc. The poisoning agent was discovered in the talcum powder 
the mothers were using; the talcum was found to be mixed with a product, warfarin, 
which is commonly used in rat poisons. When ingested by the rat, warfarin prevents 
the blood from coagulating, and the animal dies as a result of any hemorrhage that 
may be caused by a scratch, a wound, etc. But (this was an important point for what 
was to follow) warfarin also acts through cutaneous contact; hence its effects on 

the babies. Talcum powder carrying the poison was found for sale in various city 
markets, packaged in a half dozen different ways and sold under names that were 
equally eye-catching: Dona, Mini, Cashmere, etc. The police discovered a manufac- 
turing dispensary at 135/95 rue Hung Vuong, which was producing about 700 cans per

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month. An investigation is under way and rumors are flying: there is talk of traf- 
fickers from Thailand, of a one-ton stockpile of warfarin, etc. 


Some Questions to be Investigated 


Although the affair has not yet come to a definite conclusion, one cannot help but 
ask oneself some disturbing questions: 


Might it not be a simple case of "maximum profit," the dealers mixing together what- 
ever comes to hand, to obtain cheap talcum powder? 


The answer is no, because warfarin is an expensive product, costing about 100 times 
as much as “common” talc. A cost of which the manufacturers were probably aware, 
since the quantities of warfarin in their product did not exceed 6.5 percent, a fair- 
ly small amount in order to keep the expense down, but enough to be lethal (15 times 
the quantity in rat poison). 


Could it have been a handling error, such as the one that occurred with the Morhange 
talcum powder? 


This is not very likely, for talcum powder is normally yellowish white, whereas war- 
farin is pink. Moreover, the final product which is on sale is bluish, as if an 
attempt had been made to disguise its compositicn. And in this connection the man- 
ufacturers cannot have failed to take precautions to protect themselves, considering 
the large quantities of warfarin they were handling. Which proves that they were 
informed as to the properties of the poison, which leads us to-- 


A criminal operation? 


if we accept the criminal action hypothesis, then we must also accept the hypothesis 
that it was an organized action. For not everyone is in a position to know that 
warfarin can poison by simple contact (see above). Similarly, not everyone knows 
what quantity is lethal for an infant. Finally, it must be pointed out that similar 
(though less serious) symptoms of poisoning have been seen in older children and 
adults. Such cases are not caused by warfarin or talcum powder, but by a product 
called coumarin, which consists of crystals that become toxic when they are oxi- 
dized. If these poisoning phenomena were to continue, the psychological effect on 
the population would be considerable.
